"On this last trip," 
sa%s Mr. 


McClure, "I spent three months 
in England and France. I had 
Intended to stay six weeks, but 
found It impossible in that time 
to cover the ground necessary 
for a careful study of the con- 
ditions of the allies. 
I visited 


many 
munition 
factories 
in 


England, where eighty per cent 
of ail industries is devoted to 
the manufacture of war sup- 
plies. I 
talked 
with leading 


officials and generals as well as 
with private soldiers and non- 
combatants. 
"On my former trip, I had visit- 
ed Germany, Austria and Tur- 
key, where I was given unusual 
opportunities to gain informa- 
tion. In my two trips I prob- 
aiy saw more of the actual war 
and learned more 
back of the 


battle lines than any ether 
writer. 


"My prediction of a long war 


is the natural conclusion of my 
experiences. Moreover, the war- 
fare to come will be more ter- 
rible than 
anything that has 


happened, and 
the consequent 


horrors and atrocities so much 
greater that they would now be 
unbelievable. 


"How will' the war end? 
I 


am inclined to believe that the 
allies will eventually win, but it 
will be a very long and very ter- 
rible struggle."
